For example, consider the plight 
of the-state personnel board or the 
state reclamation board, or any 
other body receiving support from 
the legislature, when a legislator re- 
presents a client against the board. 
It is human nature to want to avoid

Lumbermen Have. 
Forest Nursery 


Initial Output Will Be 
5 Million Trees Yearly 
For Reforestation 


WASHINGTON, — Establishment 
of the Co-Operative Forest Indus- 
try Nursery at Nisqually, Washing- 
ton, has been announced by the 
West Coast Lumbermen’s Associa- 
tion as a step by the industry to 


carry out its announced intention | 


of planting a tree for every tree cut. 
Five million new young trees a year 


for replanting in commercial forests | 


of Washington and Oregon will be 
the initial output of the nursery. 


The nursery, on which prepara- | 


tion of the soil for seeding has al- 
ready begun, is a forty-acre plot, lo- 
cated eight miles north of Olympia. 


Forest landowners in the Northwest | 


have made an initial investment of 
close to $200,000 in the co-operative 
project. Planting stock, itself, ac- 
counts for. $85,000 of this sum, and 
another $100,000 will be spent in 
setting the young trees out on the 
timber operators’ lands. 

Already contracts rave been plac- 
ed for 21,500,000 trees, which repre- 
sents over 80 per cent of the total 
capacity of the nursery for the first 
five years. Those in charge expect 
the nursery production to be over- 
sold, and more ground is available 
for its extension, or similar nurser- 
ies may be established on other 
sites in Washington and Oregon.

LOS ANGELES, (UP)—Two strong 
earthquakes jarred the Los Angeles 
area today, damaged almost every 
building in the suburban town of 
Torrance, broke some oil and gaso- 
line storage tanks and spilled others, 
and cut off electric power. 


The quakes hit at 12:41 and 1:30 
a. m. Almost miraculously, there 
were no casualties. Most downtown 
buildings in Torrance were vacant 
when the rolling shocks struck. A 
theater had been vacated only a few 
minutes before the first temblor.

The grape vine was very com- 
mon in Palestine. and using it as 
an illustration of their union witn 
Him and His Father was a simple 
and perfectly understandable il- 
lustration of what He was trying 
to tell them. He was the vine, His 
disciples were the branches which 
should bear fruit. If they were 
branches of His vine, they were 
part and parcel of Him His life 
| would be flowing through them,

| them, and they could not live 
without Him.
